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PROPOSED GHI BUDGET, UP $85,600 

INCREASES FEES AND CHARGES

A 1968 budget of $1,715,400 for Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
was officially presented to the board of directors at its Thurs¬ 
day, December 7, meeting. The budget prepared by general 
manager Roy B reash ears calls for increased expenditures of 
$85,600, of which $51,500 would need to come from monthly 
charges to members. 


The increase in monthly charges 
would average about $2.45 for brick 
units and $2.85 for frame units, 
with some units paying more and 
Rome paying less. The budget, 
Breashears said, reflects mainly the 
effects of the general inflationary 
trend upon GHI operations. 

The board of directors indicated 
general acceptance of the budget 
but put off a final vote until its 
next meeting on December 14 (to¬ 
night). At issue is mainly a ser¬ 
ies of recommendations for in¬ 
creases in service charges and fees 
which the manager is counting on 
to keep the increase in monthly 
charges within the amounts men¬ 
tioned above. 

List of Increases 

These include 

1) increase in hourly charge for 
sale of services to members from 
$4 to $4.25. 

2) increase in hourly charge for 
sale of services to GDC (apart¬ 
ments owned by GHI, from $6 to $7. 

3) increase in sales service fee 
charged the selling member for 
each sale made by GHI from 

to Z%%. Where members have 
listed their homes with GHI and 
the owner gets his own purchaser, 
increase would be from 1.25% to 
1.75%. 

4) adoption of a $50 administration 
fee for services rendered a selling 
member on an owner sale. 

5) increase in application fee from 
$5 to $7.50 so as to fully cover ex¬ 
pense of credit check, 

6) adoption of $20 charge for ser¬ 
vice rendered by corporation in 
suggesting selling price. If the 
member sells through GHI, there 
would be no charge. 

7) adoption of $25 fee for each time 
there is a request for a name 
change on a mutual ownership 
contract. 

Board Reaction 

The board tentatively indicated 
at the December 7 meeting that 
some of these recommendations 
would be altered. For item 1, board 
sentiment was for an increase to 
$4,50. For item 6, a $25 fee seemed 
to have majority support, and for 
item 7, a lower fee of $10 won fa¬ 
vor. 

Of the total budget of $1.7 mil¬ 
lion, $1,504,400 is scheduled to come 
from monthly charges. The balance 
would come from sources other 
than monthly charges, including 
the increased service charges list¬ 
ed above ($153,900), and from esta¬ 
blished contingency reserves ($57, 
000 ). 

Breakdown of Increase 

The $51,500 increase in total 
charges budgeted to members can 
be distributed as follows, admin¬ 
istration and sales, $5,600; heating, 
$25,200; maintenance, $19,400; and 
reserve replacement, $6,200. The 
latter is a new item set up to re¬ 
cover certain amounts taken from 
reserves for capital improvements 
and is intended to permit amorti¬ 
zation of these amounts over a 10- 
year period. 

These figures reflect the 1968 pay 
increases voted by the board, in¬ 
creases in fuel oil costs, legal costs, 
trim paint costs, and the effects 
of the manager s recommendations 
for higher service charges. 

One item, real estate taxes, is ex¬ 
pected to show a decline in 1968 - 
of about $4,900 - as the one-time 
half-year extra city tax is no lon¬ 
ger a charge on the budget. The 
amount budgeted for taxes in 1968 
- $275,600 - assumes a 10 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation increase in 


the rate. 

Brick and Frame Differences 

Of the $51,500 increase in budget¬ 
ed charges, $17,100 is attributable to 
the brick homes and $34,500 to the 
frame homes. Almost all of the 
brick unit increase is in the heat¬ 
ing costs, which are expected to

10th & 11th Graders 
To Enter New Schools

Greenbelt high school students 
will be affected by boundary lines 
being proposed for the new Kenil¬ 
worth Senior High School, sched¬ 
uled to open its doors in Septem¬ 
ber 1968. Under the proposal sub¬ 
mitted by the boundary committee 
of the Prince Georges County 
Board of Education, Greenbelt stu¬ 
dents entering the tenth and 
eleventh grades next September 
will be assigned to Kenilworth. 

The school board has accepted 
for consideration the new bound¬ 
ary lines and expects to act on the 
recommendations early in Januarv 
1968. 

The new school, which is located 
on Good Luck Rd. will relieve 
over-crowdedness in four senior 

high schools - High Point, DuVal, 

Bladensburg, and Northwestern. 
For the first year, the new facility 
will serve only tenth and eleventh 
graders. Letters explaining the re¬ 
organization were sent to parents of 
students affected. 

The new school, which has a 
pupil capacity of 1,800, will also 
serve Berwyn, Berwyn Heights, 
Westchester Apartments, and Col¬ 
lege Park Estates. 

The boundary committee, com¬ 
posed of high school principals 
and members of the central office 
staff, has suggested the following 
overall boundaries: 

North — Route 193 from Route 1 
to B&O Railroad tracks, B&O 
Railroad tracks to Capital Belt- 
way, then along the Northern 
Boundary of City of Greenbelt to 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway. 

East —Baltimore - Washington 
Parkway to Capital Beltway, Capi¬ 
tal Beltway to Route 450, Route 
450 to Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way. 

South—Baltimore - Washington 
Parkway to Greenvale Parkway, 
Greenvale Parkway extended to in¬ 
tersection of Riverdale Road and 
Kenilworth Avenue. South along 
Kenilworth Avenue to Fletcher’s 
Field, a line west to Northeast 
Branch, Northeast Branch to inter¬ 
section of alternate Route 1 and 
B&O Railroad tracks. 

West — B&O Railroad tracks 
north to Paint Branch Creek, 
Paint Branch Creek to Route 193. 

Principal 

Kenilworth’s first principal is 
Dr. Allen Sager, former vice- 
principal of Northwestern and 
former assistant to the Dean of 
Community College at the Univer¬ 
sity of Maryland. Dr. Sager told 
the News Review that a full cur¬ 
riculum will be offered to the stu¬ 
dents when the school opens. He 
expressed the hope that school or¬ 
ganizations and activities would be 
in full swing as soon as possible 
with the help of students and 
teacher's. He looked forward with 
great anticipation to meeting stu¬ 
dents and their parents. At pres¬ 
ent, Dr. Sager’s office is located in 
DuVal Senior High School.

Bresler Covenants Held Valid 
But City Filed Suit Too Late 

On a technicality, the city of Greenbelt lost its appeal 
last week to have the Charlestowne Village covenant restrict¬ 
ing density to 7 units per acre declared enforceable. In a 
unanimous decision prepared by Judge J. Finan, the Mary¬ 
land Court of Appeals, on December 7 ruled that the cov¬ 
enant was legal and valid, but that the city had forfeited its 
right to enforce the covenant by failure to file a complaint 
within the 30 days provided by the contract. 


City Notes 

With Christmas not far away, 
the city is getting ready with sea¬ 
sonal decorations. This week the 
city crew wired the municipal tree, 
west of the bank, for the traditional 
lights. GHI borrowed the city’s 
ladder truck this week also to as¬ 
sist their workmen in stringing 
lights on the large tree at the 
Southway entrance to the city The 
city of Bowie borrowed the truck 
last week, as they did a year ago, 
for their municipal decorating 
* * * 

The curb and gutter replacement 
project and repair of streets is now 
nearly complete. New curbs were 
poured on Ridge between 17 and 19 
courts. New pavement was laid 
down on Parkway Rd. on the con¬ 
nection between Greenhill and 
Hillside, and on the south side of 
Crescent along the new curbing 
from the Hillside underpass to a 
point opposite the south end of 
Parkway. 

Surveyors from the engineering 
firm of Greenhorne and (YMara 
were seen at work Friday at the 
semicircle at the Lakeerest en¬ 
trance to the city. They have been 
assigned the job of redesigning and 
improving the appearance of that 
entrance. 


At the same time, the court over¬ 
turned a decision of the lower 
court by ruling that the agree¬ 
ment calling for conveyance of 
3.3 acres of the Charlestowne tract 
to the city for parkland was legal 
and valid. It remanded the case 
back to the lower court for a hear¬ 
ing on its merits. 

Both the covenant and the agree¬ 
ment were entered into by develo¬ 
pers Charles and Fleur Bresler at 
the time they secured R-18 (apart¬ 
ment) zoning for the 50-acre 
Charlestowne Village Tract in 1962. 
These agreements were the reason 
for the city’s support of the develo¬ 
per's rezoning petition at that time. 

Charlestowne tract, located north 
of Greenbelt Road and south and 
east of Greenbelt Lake, is now the 
site of the Charlestowne Village, 
University Square, and Charles¬ 
towne North (high-rise) apart¬ 
ments. 

The covenant required that den¬ 
sity be limited to 7 units per acre

Background of Covenants 

The background and history of the covenant case is de¬ 
scribed as follows in the Court of Appeals decision on City 
of Greenbelt vs. Charles S. Bresler, Et l x. Nos. 613 and 
614, September Term , 1966: 

Some time before April of 1962 the Breslers applied to the Mary¬ 
land-National Capital Park and Planning Commission for rezoning of 
a 50.4390-acre tract of land situated in Greenbelt and the Commission 
referred the application to the City of Greenbelt for appropriate rec¬ 
ommendation. As an inducement to obtaining favorable recommenda¬ 
tion from the City, the Breslers entered into two agreements. By a 
sealed declaration of covenants dated April 16, 1962, and recorded a- 
mong the land records of Prince Georges County, the Breslers agreed 
to limit the number of dwelling units to seven (7) per acre for the 
entire tract and to conform the buildings to all the requirements of the 
R-30 zone as and when adopted for the Maryland-Washington Region¬ 
al District of Prince Georges County . . . 

From the record it appears that these covenants had the effect of 
limiting the permissible numbr of dwelling units in the tract from 
817 to 353. 

The Breslers agreed, by another sealed instrument also dated April 
16, 1962. to donate a described lot containing 3.3305 acres to the City 
for exclusive use as a park and recreational area, and to deliver a 
deed conveying the property within two years. This agreement was 
expressly conditioned upon the favorable granting of the requested 
rezoning. 

Subsequent to these agreements, the City forwarded its recommen¬ 
dations to the Commission, which in turn forwarded its own recom¬ 
mendations to the district council, and the council approved the Bres¬ 
lers’ rezoning application late in June, 1962. Shortly thereafter the 
agreement to convey was also recorded among the land records. How- 
ever, the 3-acre tract of land was not, and still has not been conveyed 
to the City. 

The record docs not indicate any further actions with respect to 
the tract until late in 1965 when the Breslers applied for and received 
a building permit from the County for the construction of an eight- 
story apartment house, containing 178 units, on a parcel of nearly 
nine acres. Although such a building would conform to the zoning re¬ 
classification, it violated the density covenant of the April 16, 1962 
declaration of covenants. On December 24, 1965, notice that the Bres¬ 
lers had obtained this building permit was sent by registered letter 
to James K. Giese, City Manager of Greenbelt The return receipt 
was signed by Margaret Perdue, who was subsequently identified as 
employed by the City, "as a receptionist or clerk or otherwise." Ap¬ 
parently the post office was satisfied that she was authorized to take 
delivery for the City Manager. On Januarv 17 following, at a meeting 
of the City Council, the City Manager informed the Council that the 
Breslers had been issued a permit to construct the eight-story apart¬ 
ment building. 

On March 23, 1966. the City filed a bill of complaint setting up the 
declaration of covenants and the alleged violation, and praved for 
injunction against the contraction of the apartment house ... The 
City also filed a separate bill for specific performance of the agree¬ 
ment to convey the 3.3305 acres of land. 


and that construction conform 
with R-30 zoning, which prohibits 
high-rise apartments. The agree¬ 
ment promised that 3.3 acres near 
the bay of the lake would be do¬ 
nated to the city for parkland by 
August 1964. The city contended 
that the 8-story high-rise apart¬ 
ment constructed in the spring of 
1966 violated the covenant and 
that the 3.3 acres had not been do¬ 
nated as promised. 

Lower Court Ruling 

The lower court had ruled in 
September 1966 that the covenant 
and agreement were not legally en¬ 
forceable because they were con¬ 
ditioned upon the city’s making 
favorable zoning recommendations. 

The Court of Appeals disagreed 
with the lower court, holding that 
the covenant and agreement were 
valid. However, it affirmed the 
lower court’s view that the city 
in the covenant case would have 
been prevented from seeking in¬ 
junctive relief because of its failure 
to file a timely suit The court said 
that Greenbelt waited 65 days be¬ 
fore filing a formal protest against 
the high-rise project, when it was 
required to object within 30 days 
under the terms of the covenant. 

The court noted that the owners 
had by registered letter dated De¬ 
cember 24, 1965, notified the city 
that they had obtained a building 
permit for construction of an a- 
partment building containing 178 
units. Even if this notice was de¬ 
ficient (city officials claimed they 
never saw the registered letter), 
the court took notice that the city 
manager had informed the city 
council on January 17, 1966, that 
the building permit had been ob¬ 
tained. 

"Assuming,” the court said, "that 
the 30-day period did not begin to 
run until January 17, 1966, injunc¬ 
tive proceedings were not com¬ 
menced until March 23, 1966, 65 
days thereafter and clearly beyond 
the time limit that the most fa¬ 
vorable construction of the con¬ 
tract would give the City.” The 
court concluded that since the 
covenant was valid, the city should 
also be bound by its provisions. 

Agreement Valid 

In declaring valid the agree¬ 
ment for conveyance of the 3.3 
acres, the court noted that the 
"Breslers secured the benefits of 
the recommendations of the City 
for the rezoning of their proper¬ 
ty.” The city’s attempt to enforce 
the agreement, the court said, was 
for the purpose of assuring the 
rights of its citizens to the use 
and enjoyment of the land for a 
public park. 

The court held that there was a 
significant difference between 
those cases where the contract is 
made betwen the developer and 
the zoning authority and those ca¬ 
ses involving a contract entered 
into in good faith between the de¬ 
veloper and a municipality which 
does not have control over zoning 
classifications and whose author¬ 
ity is limited to recommendation. 

The developers contended that 
the covenant was invalid as con¬ 
trary to public policy, since zoning 
by contract, or under condition 
(conditional zoning), was involved. 
The city contended that there was 
no element of fraud or bad faith 
connected with this inducement, 
and that the transaction was not 
contrary to public policy. 

The court partly relied upon the 
Funger vs. Mayor of Somerset, 244 
Md. 141 (1966) decision which, the 
court said, implicitly held that a 
contract entered into in good faith 
between a developer and a munici¬ 
pality, in which part of the induce¬ 
ment is a recommendation to the 
decision-making body on the part of 
the municipality for zoning reclas¬ 
sification favoring the application 
of the developer, is valid. 
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GHI Ups Employee 
Wages for 1968 

A pay increase for its employees, 
effective with the first pay period 
in January 1968, was approved 
unanimously by the Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc., board of directors on 
Thursday, December 7. Admin¬ 
istrative employees were voted a 
4K; percent increase, to match 
that expected to be granted Federal 
general scheduled employees. Main¬ 
tenance employees received a 7 1 - 
percent increase as a catch up 
measure to achieve full parity with 
government wage scales; previ¬ 
ously, adjustments had lagged 
nine months behind. 

The board also approved incen¬ 
tive awards to two employees — 
James Marshall and Elmo Roberts. 

Upon the recommendation of the 
parking committee, the board 
voted to permit lining of spaces if 
a majority of a court petitions, re¬ 
gardless of whether the spaces are 
assigned. The board also voted 
that any majority vote in favor of 
court assignment will not be sub¬ 
ject to another poll for a year. 

GHI will again sponsor a Christ¬ 
mas tree at the entrance to Green- 
belt near the Parkway The board 
approved an expenditure of up to 
$50 for cash prizes for the holiday 
decorating contest, which will be 
judged the last week in December. 

Gerald Gough tendered his resig¬ 
nation from the audit committee 
because of pressure of duties as 
city councilman. The audit commit¬ 
tee will appoint a successor. Chair¬ 
man Thomas White asked for sug¬ 
gestions as to candidates. 

The board accepted the low bid 
of Erie Insurance Exchange for 
one-year Fleet Automobile insur¬ 
ance. Employers’ Mutual of Was* 
sau was awarded the contract for 
1-year workmen’s compensation 
and the 3-year general liability 
and burglary insurance.

rise $14,100 - primarily the result 
of rising fuel oil costs. Mainten¬ 
ance costs for the brick homes are 
expected to rise $2,900, mainly due 
to rising costs in the trim paint 
program. 

By contrast ,a large part of the 
frame unit increase is in the main¬ 
tenance costs, which are expected 
to rise $16,500. A catch-up trim 
paint program - last year only 160 
out of the 200 scheduled units 
were painted - accounts for $10,500 
of this increase. Another impor¬ 
tant element in the frame unit in¬ 
crease is a rise in heating costs of 
$11,100, due primarily to higher 
payrolls and materials. 

Capital Improvements 

A total of $72,000 is allocated in 
the budget for capital improve¬ 
ments, all but $15,000 to come from 
established reserves. These include 
$20,000 for major overhaul boiler 
work in the frame units; $15,000 
for re-roofing of flat-top masonry 
homes ($5,000 to be charged mem¬ 
bers directly): $7,000 for construc¬ 
tion of parking lots; and $30,000 
for replacement of tunnel water 
lines in frame homes ($10,000 to 
be charged members directly).

Your tree will become dry and 
very flammable within a week and 
the needles will fall off UNLESS

1 Cut off base of tree at an angle 
one inch above the original cut. 

2 Leave tree outside until you are 
ready to trim it. 

3. Keep tree in deep pan of water 
for entire period it is kept inside 
the house. 

4 Add water each day to keep level 
above the cut. 

5 Place tree away from stoves, 
radiators and other sources of 
heat. 

6 Do not set tree near any exit. 

7 Keep light bulbs from contact 
with needles. (Use Aluminum Re¬ 
flectors. 

8 Place tree in a sturdy base which 
cannot be easily tipped over. Do 
not use plastic materials on your 
tree. 

9 Secure tree against accidental 
tipping by attaching invisible guy 
wires to walls or ceiling. 

10 Use only “UL“ approved electric 
lights with cords in good condi¬ 
tion. 

11 Never use candle lights on a 
tree. 

12 No smoking near the tree. 

13 Use glass wool or asbestos snow 
for decorating, 

14 Remove gift wrapping from 
house as soon as possible and place 
them in your trash can and close 
the lid. 

15 Dispose of the tree by follow¬ 
ing instructions of the Fire De¬ 
partment and the City Manage¬ 
ment. 

Do not give your tree to anyone 
but fire department or city trash 
collection personnel. 

16 Cooperate with us in our annual 
tree burning ceremony. 

17 Flame Proofing of trees — 9 oz 
of Borax & 4 oz of Boric Acid to 
1 gal water.
